Interest in War Situation Moves Again to Russian Offensive in East 
Prissia and Austre-German Movements in COarpathians-—Re. 


lieved Russians Are Attempting 


to Turn Flank of Enemy— 


Bulgaria Seeks Territory in Return For Neutrality ~

PARIS, Jan, 29—-(10:30 pm.) — 
The following French official con 
munication was issued this evening: 

“At the const of Solssons the Ger- 
mans have made two attempts to 
cross the Alsne—one at the Mill of 
the Rocks and the other at the head 
of the bridge which is held by our 
troops tu the north of the bridge of 
Venizel. These two attacks were re- 
pulsed, During the night of January 
28th, Dunkirk was bombarded by 
German aviators, wlio caused ‘some 
insignificant losses, but killed or 
wounded a few persons, Between 11 
o'clock the night of January 28th and 
2 o'clock of the morning of January 
26th, two of our aviators launched 
numerous bombs upen the enemy's 
works in the region of Laon, Lafere 
and Soissons. On the morning of tho 
29th a Germanh aeroplane was brought 
down east of Gerbeville, Its pilot and 
mechanic, & German officer and a 
#ub-officer, were made prisoners.’ 

RUSSIAN REPORT. 

PETROGRAD, Jan, 29—The  fol- 
lowing communication from the Rus- 
sian general staff was given out here 
tonight: 

“During the day wo January 29th 
the situation in Kast Prussia and along 
the fronts on both banks of the Vistu- 
ja were without material change. In 
the foresta to the north of Pillkalen 
and Mumbinnen, (Bast Prussia) the 
conflict continies. In the region of 
Bolimow, (Russian Poland), the Gere 
mans have made rppeated attacks, 
Our counter attacks in this region re- 
sulted in the enemy being dislodged 
from their trenches by bayonet at- 


tacks. We captured several mitrail- 
leuses. On the Galician front at the 
Dukla and Vysskow Passes (in the 


Carpathians), our progress has been 
satisfactory In apite of determined re- 
sistance by the Austrians, In the reg- 
jon of Beskid Pass, see‘ng the numeri- 
cal guperiority of the eneiny’s forces 
opposed to them, our advance guards 
retired slightly to a mrevioualy estab- 
lished position. During the last three 
days on the aforesaid front, we have 
captured more than 60 officers and 
2,400 soldiers, and also have taken 
three cannhou and 10 mitraitlouses. In 
Bukowine there is nothing of import- 
ance to report,” 
AUSTRIAN REPORT, 


VIPNNA, pvia, Londom Jan, 29 — 


(11;31 p.m.)—The following official 
Austrian communication was issued 
tonight: 


“There has been amheavy snow fall 
in West Gallcia-and Poland, so that 
the enly reconnoitering and fights be- 
tween pitrolg hive ocdurted and ar- 
tillery engagements . where ~ citcuwm- 
stances permitted, In the Carpathi- 
ans, west of tng Uzsok Pass, the Rus- 
sian attacks were repulsed with hea- 
vy losses near Vezeracallas and Volo- 
voc, the battles ended with the enemy 
having been repulsed from the heights 
of the pass, We captured 400 pris- 
oners. Calm prevails in Bukowina.” 

TURKISH REPORT. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 29 - 
(2:29 am.)—The following official 
communication was issued today by 
the Turkish headquarters: 

“Our troops advaneing on Olti have 
captured 300 Russians. The battle in 
Azerbaijan, near Chol, has been con- 
tinuing for a week against the Rusr- 
sian main force and 8 progressing fa- 
vorably. We edptured on January 27 
south of Chol, the first line of the 
Russian entrenchments.” 


LONDON, Jan, 29—With the armies 
in France and Flanders recuperating 
after the strenuous fighting of the ear- 
lier days of the week @nd only local 
actions being recorded, interest in the 
war situation has been transferred to 
the Russian offensive in East Prussia 
and the attempt of a strong Austr)- 
German army to dislodge the troops 
of Emperor Nicholas from their pos.- 
tions in the Carpathians, 

In Bast Prussia a Russian offensive 
has developed in the extreme north, 
where the renewed fighting seems to 
confirm the bellef that a definite ef- 
fort to advance north of the Mazurian 
lakes district, Where previously the 
Russians were defeated, has been de- 
cided upon by the Russian general 
staff, 

Carpathians Campaign, 

More vital to both sides, however, 
apparently, is the campaign in the 
Carpathians, whore, to the southwest 
of the Dukla Pass, the Russians have 
delivered an energetic attack, and, ac- 
cording to their account: of’ the com- 
bat, compelled the Austro-Germans to 
retreat, leaving behind ammunition 
and stores. This attack, according to 
military observers, indicates an  at- 
tempt by the Russians to turn. the 
flank of the Tenton aiiles; and if it 
should prove powerful, the observers 
say, it would have serious consequen- 
ces for the large Austro-German army 
in and #bout the Carpathian passes.

GEAMANY DRAWS 
UPON RESERVES 


Total Loss of German Soldiers is 
Placed at 1,600,000 
Men 


By Bulletin Leased Wire. 

PARIS, Jan, 29.—The army bulle- 
tin, in commenting upon the German 
losses in the war, declares 
great part of the original regiments 
must have been reorganized. ‘The 
bulletin asserts that from August un- 
til the beginning of Deeember the 
German army lost approximately 
2,000,000 men and since that time 
there have been the battles in Poland. 
Admitting that 500,000, wounded 
would be able to return to the firing 
line, the bulletin says that the definite 
loss therefore may be estimated at 
nearly 1.500,000 men. 

Without dowbt, says thé bulletin 
Germany has an cnormonus number of 
men in reserve but these reserves are 
already being drawn upon and are 
not inexhaustible, even Incorporating 
the Classes of the youngest men, from 
17 to 20 years of age, and those be. 
tween 20 and 40 years of age, whose 
services were dispensed with in times 
of peace. Germany's appeals. it is 
added, will be Ninable to furnish ne- 
tually over 2,000,000 men. 
more Germany forms new units, the 
more. will she diminizgh the general 
value ot her army, and hasten the 
moment wken, there will bean end, to, 
her resources, .

PRTROGHAD, Jan, 29.—Two ar-

toward the eastern Carpathians, The 
Russians have foreed Austro-German 
tacticians to the alternative of fight- 
ing out the destiny of the Austrian 
empire on the plains of Hungary, All 
efforts of the Austrians since the ap- 
pearance of three German army 
sptpe among them in the last fort- 
night, have been turned to avoiding 
them, and establishing some kind: of 
initiative which would permit of a 
‘series of long, dragging fighta on the 
Galician side of the Carpathians. 

It is believed the Austrians can still 
keep in the field in Hungary probably 
17 corps, more or 1488 complete, and 
this should enable them to fight on 
for some time, but the Russ s 
are now on the north, south-east and 
below Dukla Pass on the west. 

The Russians are now making sat- 
fafactory progress in the extreme 
north. They rapidly turned’ the Ger- 
man left flank at Pogegen, above Til- 
sit, before the Germans could eover 
themselves under their customary 
screen of barbed wire, Concurrently 
With thia there was valuable progress 
of the Russian tect wing.on the north 
bank of the Vistula, where they are 
Stretching upward trom Dobrain,
